Nobody will deny that the 
Board of supervisors of the coun- 
ty is the direct representative ot 
the people of the county and 
as such is the custodian of the 
county property. Accordingly 
they have, py ordering the room 
in the courthouse that was used 
for the National Reemployment 
office vacated, politely’ let the 
people of Grayling know that 
this community is no longer wel- 

“come to use the courthouse for 
any purpose. 

The county is/required to pro- 
vide an office for the county 
school commissioner when neces- 
sary. Mrs. Payne, the present 
commissioner, does her official 
work in her own home and comes 
to the courthouse only occasion- 

f ally. For many years the jury 
5 room has been used by the coun- 
1y. commissioner. Apparently the 
commissioner has been crowded 
out of, this office, that she sel- 
dom used, by the federal land 
purchase commission. 

For the past year the engineer 
for Grayling has been using this 
office in conjunction with the 
reemployment office, their work 
1 being somewhat alliéd. Since 

} the closing of the reemployment 

‘ office the engineer has continu- 

‘ ed to use the ‘office. Now, ac- 

cording to the action by the sup- 
ervisors he is ordered to vacate. 
And that means also that the 
council may no longer use the 
courthouse for its council meet- 
ings And this order by the 

supervisors deprives any justice 
ot the’ peace from holding court 

, in the building.

DELINQUENT TAX CANCEL- 
LATION 

During the past few years, the 
people of Michigan have witnessed 
various attempts at taxation re- 
vief. Originally, the programs 
proposed for the aid of property 
owners delinquent in their tax 
vayments were sane, carefully 
vonsidered measures designed to 
provied relief to taxpayers who 
were unable, through no fault of 
-heir own, to meet the obligations 
devolving upon them as land own- 
ars. Now, however, there come 
2ertain unfair, senseless proposals 
chat serve'as a warning against 
any continuation of emergency 
neasures as such. : 

State Senator Moore, of Pontiac, 
aas proposed that the state legis- 
ature enact legislation for the 
tancellation of all delinquent taxes 
of 1933 and prior years on con- 
sideration of payment by the pro- 
perty owners of current levies. 
[he unfairness of such legislation 
to the honest citizen who has 
scrapped and saved in order to 
neet his obligation to the state is 
sbvious. Such legislation places a 
jefinite penalty upon honesty in 
aitizenship and courts a danger- 
nus attitude among members of 
che state government to shun the 
cesponsibilities accruing to them 
is citizens. 

Any reasonable thought con- 
cerning the delinquent problem 
ind even a casual research will 
rove sufficient to discount the be- 
ief that all present delinquent 
axpayers are unable to pay their 
evies. This is definitely the as- 
sumption taken by proponents of 
he Moore measure, but such is 
rot the case. Statistics provide 
zrounds for the claim a majority 
of the delinquent taxes are owed 
xy speculators and holders of busi- 
ness property, and it is difficult to 
seconcile the home property tax- 
yayer to the argument that he 
hould pay his debt to the state 
while these other two classes of 
roperty owners are allowed to 
wade payment. 

It is not difficult to imagine the 
entual result of any such policy 
of tax relief bemg the refusal of 
sll taxpayers to pay their levies.

Review.

Council—Work Relief Program Going For- 
ward—Compromice Bonus Measure.

Gm was thoroughly en- 
. raged by the action of the 
League of Nations council in adopt- 
fag the tri-power resolution con- 
. demning the reich 
for violating the 
. treaty of Versailles 
by rearming, and 
it was expected 
Reichsfuerher Hit- 
ler would make @ 
defiant retort. As a 
first step he sent 
from his Bavarian 
retreat instructions 
to Secretary of 

State Von Buelow 
to protest ‘Eng. 
land’s defection at Stresa and Ge- 
neva.” This Von Buelow did, de- 
lvering the message to Ambassa- 
dor Sir Eric Phipps for transmis- 
sion to London. The German press 
was loud in denunciation of the 
league action anc Litvinov, the So- 
wiet delegate, came in for most of 
the abuse because he delivered the 
chief speech in support of the reso- 
lotion at the council session, Just 
recently Germany granted to Rus- 
sia credits amounting to $80,000,- 
000. Poland also was assailed for 
“abandoning” Germany, but in War- 
@aw it was said by offictala that Po- 
Yand was still the friend of the 
reich, One newspaper there sald 
quite truly that the complaint 
against Germany was “a formal 
matter because the discussion could 
not result in any actual solution of 
the problem, but only bring some- 
thing like emotional relief.” 

Strange as it may seem, the Jews 
fn Germany are v'armly supporting 
Hitler tn this controversy. The fol- 
lowing message was sent to him: 

“The League of National German 
Jews stands unshaken in its loyalty 
to the Fatherland, and hopes the 
government's defense policy will 
not be changed on account of the 
Geneva proceedings.” 

German resentment against Great 
Britain is especially warm because 
she feels she was deceived in the 
recent negotiations. Consequently 
she thinks Britain's prestige as a 
mediator in continental affairs is 
destroyed. 

During the council's discussion 
Tewfik Arras, the Turkish mem- 
ber, arose and stated flatly that if 
any changes in the existing treaties 
were made or tolerated, his country 
would claim the right to fortify the 
Dardanelles in violation of the 
treaty of Lausanne. He even hinted 
thet the Turks might follow Hit- 
ler’s example and not wait for per- 
mission. Sir John Simon's immedi- 
ate and sharp reply was: 

“J feel sure my honorable col- 
league will not expect me to say 
any wore at thi stage than that I 
Mmuat naturally make all reserva- 
tlons regarding it.” 

Laval of France and Baron Aloisi 
of Italy supported Simon in hig re- 
buke of the Turkish revisionism. 

Laval carried back to Paris a 
draft of the mutual assistance pact 
with Russia for submission to the 
French cabinet, Litvinov was still 
insistent that the two countries 
should enter {nto a real military 
alliance, and {t may be that he will 
carry! his polat. In the opinion of 
Many observers such a treaty would 
be declared invalid by the League 
of Nations,

The admiral presumably will 
have full charge of drafting the 
regulations for imaterial purchases 
bat it is understoad the actual buy- 
tng of supplies for work relief proj- 
ects will.in most Instances be ban- 
dled by the states and other co- 
operating. agencies. However, cer- 
tain commodities, like cemént, that 
will be needed In immense quanti- 
ties, probably will be purchased 
centrally.

Events at the capitol this week 
recalled to the minds of many 
state attaches those stirring days 
back in 1894 when “General” 
Coxey and his famous “army” set 
out from eastern Ohio to take 
Washington by storm. “Perhaps 
less spectacular, but somewhat 
more gratifying in resultg was the 
march on Lansing participated in 
by approximately 500 coal miners 
from the Saginaw valley district 
who presented in person their de- 
mand that the legislature pasa the 
bil! making it mandatory for state 
institutions to burn Michigan- 
mined coal, 

The pilgrimage was not without 
its comical features. Neither was 
it without its more serious aspecta. 
Arriving in town Tuesday after- 
nvon, the housing problem soon be- 
came acute as the shadows of 
night bore down and the major 
portion of the huge delegation pro- 
ceeded to convert the House and 
Senate into large seale “flop 
houses.” Sergeants-at-arms were 
hard pressed to clear the speaker's 
rostrim, the lieutenant governor's 
desk and the various committee 
rooms of their human bulks in 
order to permit the nightly renov- 
ation of the two chambers. 

The miners finally left Lansing 
in an orderly fashion Wednesday 
afternoon when the House, after 
affixing a myried of bewildering 
amendments, passed the bill. For 
them it was # comiplete victory— 
for the legislators it was just an- 
other laugh. As sent to the gov- 
ernor, the measure means practi- 
cally nothing as far as aiding the 
coal mining industry of this state. 
There are so many “i's and and’s” 
written into it that the miners’ 
only consolation seems to be the 
fact that they compelled the law- 
makers to take speedy action for 
once. 

‘Coupled with this influx of mili- 
tant citizens is the feud between 
Gov. Fitzgerald and the one-time 
all-powerful Wayne county figure, 
John C, Gillespie. Even this in- 
cident is net without its amusing 
ramifications; all of which have 
added zest to the developments of 
the week. 

Gillespie is reported amongst 
the missing while state and fed- 
eral authorities extend their 
search for him. The seriousness 
with which his reported threats 
are regarded by the executive of- 
fice can only be verified by the 
presence of the state troopers who 
loiter about the innermost sanc- 
tum as a precautionary atep 
against the Detroit gentleman's 
appearance, with gun in hand, to 
wreck vengeance on the governor. 
The ruction grows out of a dispute 
over certain policies of the liquor 
control commission; it should be 
regarded as personal and political, 
and of no great concern to the 
taxpayers of Michigan. Gov. Fitz- 
gerald is simply trying to rid his 
administration of a certain un- 
desirable element that has at- 
tached itself to previous adminis- 
trations. Apparently he is going 
to “carry through.” 

Senate and House calendars— 
those daily bulletins which set 
forth the work of the hour to be 
disposed of—are growing by leaps 
and bounds. The deily agenda in 
both houses is reaching the pro- 
portions of no less than 50 items 
to be considered, debated and vot- 
ed on. The increasing volume of 
work gives those of us who want 
the session to terminate real en- 
couragement thatt the end cannot 
be many weeks in the offing. Night 
sessions of the legislature are 
now the vogue. 

The supreme court has entered 
the picture of specific exemptions 
from the three-cent sales taxes. 
An opinion handed down by the 
tribunal during the past few days 
denies manufacturers exemptions 
for processing goods. The ruling 
is regarded as having a very 
definite bearing on the bill now 
in the senate committee which 
would plece a dozen or ao items of 
foodstuffs on the free list. With- 
out a constitutional amendment 
relative to the rule of uniform 
taxation, it is feared that the en- 
tire sales tax law might become 
inoperative should the legislature 
deem it advisable to pass the 
Lexemption measure now pending. 

Senator Andrew L. Moore (R), 
of Pontiac, chairman of the taxa- 
tion committee of the upper house 
and one of the real leaders of this 
session, has proposed that 
powers of the state. sales tax, di- 
vision be enlarged so as to permit 
discretionary action on the pert of 
the division in allowing certain 
worthy exemptions. This proposal; 
however, ia méeting with some op- 
position on the grounds that the 
eales tax administrations might 
abuse their powers should their 
authority be expanded to such an 
extent. -

[s ITALIAN recipes calling for 
grated cheese the correct mix- 
ture ig one-third Gruyere and two- 
thirds Parmesan. 

Risotto a ta Milanaise. 

This Is a very thick soup which, 
with the poor, is put on the bread, 
thus making a substantial meal. 
For use at a dinner it should be 
considerably diluted. Cut up half of 
a large onion in fine pieces, add 
butter the size of an egg and fry 
to a bright brown, add one pound 
of washed and soaked rice and one 
quart of bouillon. Cook until the 
grains are soft but not crushed, Set 
the dish aside to keep hot, add one- 
fourth pound of grated cheese and 
two ounces of butter. Season with 
white pepper, salt if needed, and a 
bit of nutmeg. 

Potage au Chou. 

Boil one-half pound of rice and 
the heart of firm cabbage in boll- 
ing salted water unti] tender. Drain 
and chop the cabbage in large 
rough pleces. Put back into the 
soup pap with three ounces of but- 
ter, three onions minced, and light- 
ly fried in the butter, add one 
quart of good soup stock, salt and 
mixed spice. Boil up for half an 
hour. Set aside and add grated 
cheese to flavor the soup before 
serving. 

Herring or Mackerel a italienne, 

Split and trim, removing the heads 
and tails of the fish. Let the fish 
soak four hours in seasoned oil and 
vinegar. Use salt, pepper, sliced 
onion and chopped parsley. Drain 
and dust them with flour and fry 
them in oil. Serve crisp and hot. 

Egg Entree. 

Peel one-fourth of a pound of on- 
jong and one-half pound of mush- 
rooms, add a clove of garlic and cut 
into strips. Fry tn three ounces of 
butter until the onions begin to 
color. Add a teaspoon of flour, salt, 
pepper ahd let that color, then thin 
with stock to make a Sauce, season 
to taste and simmer half an hour.

Look For Tagged 
Trout On N. Brane 


Last summer the Institute for 
Fisheries Research, Ann Arbor, 
conducted some trout stream 
evaluation work on the North 
Branch of the AuSable. Part of 
the program included tagging 
some 1600 trout on lower left 
jaws, in the section between 
Lovells and Dam 2. 

‘Signs have been posted telling 
about this work. When tagged 
fish are caught return all tags 
together with the species of trout 
(brook, brown or rainbow), 
where caught in the stream, how 
long they are, and the tag num- 
ber. Tags will be returned to 
the fishermen with a letter tell- 
ing where the fish were tagged, 
date of tagging and how long 
they were at that time. Send in- 
formation to Lovells Post Office; 
Conservation Department, Lan- 
sing; or Institute for Fisheries 
Research, Ann Arbor, Michigan. 

We need not point out to you 
the value of these returns both 
from a scientific and practical 
point of view. This tagging work 
is carried on in order that the 
Institute for Fisheries Research 
and the Conservation Depart- 
ment may know more about the 
habits of the trout in the Au- 
Sable, and be better able to 
formulate policies regarding 
their welfare.
